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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION LETTER

A few years back | wrote about pending revisions to the 
rule onLicensee’s Seal, 20 CSR 2030-3.060, anticipating 
that they would soon be effective. After several years 
of further discussions and public meetings, | am 
pleased to report that the revisions went into effect on 
September 30, 2018. The intent of these revisions was 
to make the rule for sealing documents more relevant 
with the current practice of our licensees, while at the 
same time providing reasonable safeguards needed to 
prevent unauthorized use of a licensee’s seal. Because 
the seal is so important to the everyday practice of 
Missouri licensees, the Board considered it is worth 
revisiting the revised rule again. 


Since use of computers to generate design documents 
has entered our professions, the issue of transmitting 
sealed documents to others in electronic or digital 
formats has been a growing concern for both the Board 
and Missouri’s licensees. After much discussion, we 
agreed that documents that have been sealed, signed 
and dated are basically transmitted to others in the 
following three formats; and therefore, the rule needed 
to address how each format should be sealed by the 
licensee. 


1. Hard Copy “Paper” Format. There was no change to 
the way a sealis affixed to a traditional hand drawing 
(e.g., paper, vellum, mylar), printed document or 
computer-generated hard copy media. FYI, there 
were no changes made to the seal. It may still be 
in the form of an embossing seal, a rubber stamp, 
or a computer-generated image. After it is applied 
to the document, the licensee must still affix his 
or her handwritten “wet signature” and include the 
date when the document was originally sealed and 
signed. 


2. Computer Files in “Native File Format”. For 
electronic or digital documents transmitted to 
others in their native file format (e.g., AutoCAD, 


Revit, Word or Excel), in lieu of a handwritten “wet 
signature,” a digital signature with an electronic 
authentication process that is attached to or 
logically associated with the document will be 
required. The digital signature must be unique to, 
and under the sole control of the person using it; it 
must also be capable of verification and be linked 
to a document in such manner that the digital 
signature is invalidated if any data on the document 
is altered. The concern is that sealed documents 
issued in their “native file format” are too easily 
modified without the knowledge and authorization 
of the licensed professional in responsible charge. 
For that reason, a scanned signature will not be 
permitted to be affixed to a sealed document 
transmitted in its “native file format.” And don’t 
forget to include the date when the document was 
originally sealed and “signed.” 


Computer Files in “PDF” or Similar Format. For 
electronic or digital documents transmitted to 
others in a “pdf” or similar format where the 
native file has been modified so that it is not 
easily altered, a scanned signature (with date) will 
be acceptable if it is an accurate depiction of the 
licensee’s actual signature. Such documents are 
not considered to be easily manipulated by the 
recipient. A faxed, scanned to “pdf,” or printed 
to “pdf” file is just another means of copying a 
document (like photocopying or taking a picture 
of it) and, therefore, they will not be required to be 
issued with a secure electronic or digital signature 
authentication process. This is the only situation 
in which a scanned signature will be acceptable on 
a sealed document. Of course, the rule does not 
prohibit a licensee from using a digital signature or 
taking other additional steps to secure his or her 
seal and signature from unauthorized use by others. 
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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION LETTER CONTINUED 


The rule also recognizes that electronic or digital 
documents created by a licensed professional are often 
transmitted to others in a preliminary state of design 
or to facilitate their work, i.e., shop drawings, facility 
management, record drawings for future renovations 
and additions, etc. In such circumstances the rule was 
clarified to allow such documents to be transmitted 
without a seal, signature and date, if the phrase 
“The information on this document is preliminary or 
incomplete, not for construction, recording purposes 
or implementation” or similar disclaimer and notice to 
others is placed in an obvious location so that it is readily 
found, easily read and not obscured by other markings. 


The language that addresses how changes to the 
original sealed documents are to be handled was 


strengthened to prohibit unauthorized revisions to a 
licensee’s documents with the following statement 
now included “Revisions to technical submissions 
which are not made or approved by the licensee are 
prohibited.” Revisions include Addenda, Change Orders, 
Supplemental Instructions and similar clarifications. 


As technology continues to change the way we deliver 
our services, our rules will no doubt have to be revisited 
periodically to stay relevant. The Board appreciates 
input from licensees on these matters. For a complete

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PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERING DIVISION LETTER

PE LICENSURE FOR PROFESSORS 


Should engineering professors at our universities be 
licensed? This question is not new, nor is it irrelevant. 
| have thought more about it now that | have crossed 
over in my retirement and am an instructor at Missouri 
State University. 


One of the goals of the Board for Architects, 
Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors 
and Professional Landscape Architects (APEPLSPLA) 
is outreach to our licensees and those that wish to 
be licensed. How can we do that? There are several 
parts of Chapter 327, RSMo, and 20 CSR 2030 that 
give APEPLSPLA guidance when helping professors 
understand the options available to them to obtain 
licensure. 


Section 327.181 is the section of our professional 
licensing statute in which the practice as professional 
engineer is defined. Part of that definition reads 
“teaching of advanced engineering subjects or courses 
related thereto.” In the past this has been interpreted 
as teaching junior/senior level and graduate courses. 


Section 327.191 is the section in which unauthorized 
practice is prohibited, and certain persons are 
exempted from the requirement. Section 327.191 reads 
in part: 


“No person shall practice as a professional 
engineer in Missouri, as defined in section 327.181 
unless and until there is issued to such person a 
professional license or a certificate of authority 
certifying that such person has been duly 
licensed as a professional engineer or authorized 
to practice engineering in Missouri, and unless 
such license or certificate has been renewed as 
provided in section 327.261; provided that section 
327.181 shall not be construed to prevent the 
practice of engineering by the following persons: 


(1) Any person who is an employee of a person 
holding a currently valid license as a professional 
engineer or whoisanemployee ofaperson holding 
a currently valid certificate of authority pursuant 
to this chapter, and who performs professional 
engineering work under the direction and 
continuing supervision of and is checked by one 
holding a currently valid license as a professional 
engineer pursuant to this chapter;” 


Again, in the past paragraph (1), when applied to 
professors, has been interpreted as working under the 
direction of a university department head or dean who 
is a Missouri PE. 


There are several ways a professor can obtain licensure, 
including the current standard education method 
described in Section 327.221, which reads: 


“Any person may apply to the board for licensure 
as a professional engineer who is of good moral 
character, and who is a graduate of and holds a 
degree in engineering from an accredited school 
of engineering, or who possesses an education 
which includes at the minimum a baccalaureate 
degree in engineering, and which in the opinion 
of the board, equals or exceeds the education 
received by a graduate of an accredited school, 
and has acquired atleast four years of satisfactory 
engineering experience, after such person has 
graduated and has received a degree or education 
as provided in this section; provided that the 
board shall by rule provide what shall constitute 
satisfactory engineering experience based upon 
recognized education and training equivalents, 
but in any event such rule shall provide that no 
more than one year of satisfactory postgraduate 
work in engineering subjects and that each year 
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of satisfactory teaching of engineering subjects 
accomplished after a person has graduated from 
and has received a degree from an accredited 
school of engineering or after receiving an 
education as provided in this section shall count 
as equivalent years of satisfactory engineering 
experience.” 


This is further clarified in Board Rule 20 CSR 2030- 
5.080(1) and (3), which read, in part: 


“Before being admitted to the examination, an 
applicant for licensure as a professional engineer 
shall have the knowledge, skills and experience 
as the board deems necessary to qualify the 
applicant for being placed in responsible charge 
of engineering work. The minimum length of 
experience required of the applicant, based on 
education, is three (3) years for any applicant 
holding a master’s degree in engineering; however, 
an applicant willnot be admitted to the examination 
sooner than four (4) years after the applicant has 
satisfied the educational requirements of sections 
327.221 and 327.241, RSMo, provided, however, 
any applicant who shall have been conferred 
a master’s degree in engineering concurrently 
while acquiring three (3) years of satisfactory 
engineering experience, as provided in this rule, 
shall be admitted to the examination. ... For 
purposes of evaluating engineering curricula at the 
baccalaureate level, the programs accredited by 
the Engineering Accreditation Commission (EAC) 
of ABET shall be the basis used for evaluation of 
programs not accredited by EAC of ABET... 


Foreign-educated applicants holdingan engineering 
degree not accredited by ECPD, ABET, or its 
successor organizations will be required to submit 
a favorable evaluation report completed by an 
evaluation service acceptable by the professional 
engineering division of the board certifying 
equivalency to an ABET accredited degree. 
Applicants holding a United States of America 
(U.S.A.) engineering degree not accredited by 
ECPD, ABET, or its successor organizations will be 
required to have their educational degree program 
evaluated in order to determine whether or not it 
is equal to or exceeds the programs accredited by 
ECPD, ABET, or their successor organizations...” 


PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERING DIVISION LETTER CONTINUED 


The Board has significant leeway interpreting non-ABET 
degrees, such as a favorable NCEES evaluation and 
meeting the NCEES Engineering Education Standard. 


The Board may license a professional engineer without 
examination, when Section 327.381 is met. This is 
licensure by comity. Section 327.381 states: 


“The board may license, in its discretion, any ... 
professional engineer... licensed in another state or 
territory of the United States, province of Canada, 
or in another country, when such applicant has 
qualifications which are at least equivalent to 
the requirements for licensure as a...professional 
engineer...in this state, and provided further that 
the board may establish by rule the conditions 
under which it shall require any such applicant 
to take any examination it considers necessary, 
and provided further that the board is satisfied 
by proof adduced by such applicant that the 
applicant is of good moral character, and provided 
further that any such application is accompanied 
by the required fee.” 


Other options exist for engineers with 20 or more years 
of experience and those with a doctorate in engineering. 
This is addressed in Section 327.392 which includes the 
following two paragraphs: 


“1. The board shall upon application issue a 
professional engineering license to any individual 
who holds a degree at the bachelor’s level or higher 
in engineering and who has at least twenty years 
of satisfactory engineering experience, and who 
passes part two of the examination defined in 
section 327.241, provided that any such application 
is accompanied by the required fee. 


2. The board shall upon application issue a 
professional engineering license to any individual 
who holds a degree from an_ Engineering 
Accreditation Commission of the Accreditation 
Board for Engineering and Technology (ABET, INC.) 
or its equivalent and a doctorate in engineering from 
an institution that offers Engineering Accreditation 
Commission programs, and who passes part two 
of the examination defined in section 327.241, 
provided that any such application is accompanied 
by the required fee. The doctorate degree must be 
approved by the board for the candidate to qualify.” 
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PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERING DIVISION LETTER CONTINUED 


Applicants under Section 327.392 may be allowed to 
skip taking the FE exam. 


When reviewing an application from an applicant 
with a non-ABET (EAC) degree, if the applicant has 
submitted their education information for evaluation 
and it has come back as insufficient because of lack 
of non-technical courses, the Board has waived the 
non-technical criteria. The Board may allow for that 
education to be accepted, based upon the experience 
level of the applicant at the time of review. It makes 
no common sense to turn down an application from 
a college professor with 20 years of experience and 
a doctorate in engineering over lack of humanities 
courses in the requirements for his or her BS degree. 


So, should professors be required to be licensed? Yes, 
they should. They are the ones teaching the future 
engineers how to be engineers. Engineering is evolving 
into a more blended, digital and technical profession. 


However, we as professional engineers still have the 
responsibility to protect the health, safety and welfare 
of the public. That must be taught to today’s engineering 
student; that they will be responsible for more than just 
the numbers they crunch or the designs they produce. 
They will be responsible to society to protect society. | 
believe that professors need to lead by example and to 
be the ones driving that message home. By doing that 
they, the professors, are protecting the health, safety 
and welfare of the public. 


In ending this article, | want to tell you that your Board is 
actively discussing this issue with as many universities 
as we can schedule. To date we have had discussions at 
Washington University, Missouri University of Science 
and Technology, Missouri State University and College 
of the Ozarks. We want to be proactive in assisting 
professors and universities in meeting the intent of 
Chapter 327, RSMo, and will continue this effort as long 
as necessary. 


PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT REQUIREMENTS FOR 


ENGINEERS 


Some professional engineer licensees have contacted 
the Board concerned that they must meet new 
professional development hour (PDH) requirements 
in ethics, based on solicitations they have received 
from PDH providers. These communications have led 
licensees to believe there are new requirements they 
must meet, and that the provider’s courses meet the 
requirements of Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-11.015(3). 


The Board's rule only states that PDH activities must be 
“relevant to the practice of engineering and may include 
technical, ethical, or managerial content.” There is no 
specific ethics requirement. For examples of typical 
qualifying and typical non-qualifying activities please 
view the Board’s fact sheet at: pr.mo.gov/boards/

Also, the Board does not review or preapprove PDH 
curricula. Any statement by a provider that courses 
meet the requirements of the rule is the opinion of that 
provider, and not a reflection of Board approval. 


Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-11.015(3) was, however, 
recently amended. Therefore, you are encouraged to 
view the revised language. One of the biggest changes 
is that a professional engineer who holds licensure in 
Missouri for less than twelve (12) months from the date 
of his/her initial licensure need not report professional 
development hours at the first license renewal. 
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PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYING DIVISION LETTER

Over the past 10 years I’ve had the privilege of 
representing the land surveyors in our state at the 
annual meeting of the National Council of Examiners 
for Engineering and Surveying (NCEES). This is an 
organization of state licensing boards that work year 
round proposing “model” processes for licensing 
engineers and land surveyors. The “goal” is to promote 
mobility by having standard requirements in all licensing 
jurisdictions. The problem, from the land surveyor’s 
position is that, unlike engineers, not everyone works 
under the same conditions and requirements. The 
eastern states are primarily metes/bounds land 
surveyors. The bulk of the remainder states operate 
under the public lands survey system (section/township/ 
range). And, that doesn’t count the island state of Hawaii 
or the US territories of Guam and Puerto Rico. We all 
know that Missouri, Arkansas, and part of Illinois use 
a slightly different set of rules than other public lands 
states. In addition to the United States Public Lands 
Survey System (USPLSS), we deal with French and 
Spanish land grants and U.S. Surveys pre-dating the 
USPLSS. Because we have differing surveying rules 
and procedures, the discussions at the NCEES land 
surveyor’s forum tend to cover things that are similar 
across the membership. As an example, we discussed 
emerging technology such as drones and we spent quite a 
bit of time working toward a definition of “land surveying” 
that could be used system wide. As you can imagine, there 
were 54 jurisdictions represented and we had roughly 54 
different definitions ranging from “quite simple” to “all 
inclusive”. The second topic of discussion was a dig on 
state surveying societies. Several members commented 
that their respective board was not being supported by 
their state society; that the societies are losing members 
and that their members were not stepping up and taking 
leadership roles. We in Missouri are fortunate that the 
Missouri Society of Professional Surveyors (MSPS) is 
very active in supporting the board...advocating with our 
law makers on behalf of the Board...oushing for changes 
in the statutes when needed. They provide Professional 


Development Unit (PDU) education programs for not 
only the membership, but for all licensees. The last and 
most discussed topic dealt with a disciplinary action in 
Mississippi that has been challenged in the courts on 
the basis of “free speech”. This is an action where the 
state board was seeking a cease/desist action against a 
business that was marketing their service by providing 
aerial photos with line overlay. The Mississippi Board 
believed this to be the unlicensed practice of land 
surveying. These “services” were marketed to lending 
institutions. The product they delivered very clearly 
states that it is not a boundary survey...however, it is 
produced in such a manner that one would just look 
at the photo and would overlook the disclaimer. While 
the Mississippi Board sought the cease/desist order, 
they also attempted to levy a civil penalty requiring the 
offending business to refund every dollar obtained by 
distribution of their ‘illegal’ product. It will be interesting 
on how this is resolved and what impact it will have on 
local land surveyors who provide surveys for real estate 
and lending institutions. 


Changing topics...every meeting we are presented with 
complaints that some of our architectural, engineering, 
land surveying, and/or landscape architectural firms 
still do not have the required Certificate of Authority 
when they provide professional services as either a 
corporation or a Limited Liability Company (LLC). The 
amount of the penalty for this violation is dependent on 
when the violation began and starts at $500. 


Lastly I’m going to say again...review your survey plats, 
specifically your title blocks for compliance with the 
current rules. When we review surveys for compliance 
with our Missouri Standards we look at the whole 
plat with our check-list. When we note errors and/ 
or omissions we'll ask the land surveyor to make the 
necessary corrections and the most common error is 
omission of the Certificate of Authority number listed in 
the title block on the plat. 
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PROFESSIONAL LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURAL 
DIVISION LETTER

The 2018 annual CLARB meeting was held during the 
last week of September and was attended by myself, 
Judy Kempker, Bob Hartnett and Noel Fehr. The theme 
of this year’s meeting was “Disruption”. This theme 
dealt with the various disruptions that impact the 
regulatory process. For those of you licensedin multiple 
states, | know that you are aware of the different 
licensing regulations and requirements that affect the 
practice of landscape architecture. The regulation of 
the practice of landscape architecture can be placed 
into basically two forms. The first, as we have here in 
Missouri, is a multi disciplinary board consisting of 
architects, professional engineers, professional land 
surveyors and professional landscape architects. There 
are many variations of multiple disciplinary boards, but 
one of the more common regulates only architects 
and landscape architects. The second is a stand- 
alone board consisting of only landscape architects. 
In addition, several jurisdictions have boards which 
are advisory. There were several group meetings that 
discussed issues unique to each of these regulatory 
structures. 


CLARB member boards include jurisdictions in the 
Unites States and several of the Canadian provinces. 


One of the speakers at this year’s meeting was James 
Hayter who is the president of the International 
Federation of Landscape Architects. He is from 
Australia and gave an update on the global practice of 
landscape architecture. It was very interesting to hear 
about the practice of landscape architecture outside of 
North America. 


We were also updated on the success rates for the 
L.A.R.E., and heard about a pilot project allowing 
students to take a portion of the exam prior to 
graduation. There has beena trend by many jurisdictions 
to allow licensure candidates to take _ licensing 
examinations earlier in the process. This is true across 
all of the professions regulated by the Missouri Board. 
CLARB again this year indicated that candidates who 
take the L.A.R.E. earlier in the process tend to have a 
higher success rate. 


The PLA division would like to encourage licensees to 
attend an open house meeting during our four board 
meetings throughout the state. One PDU will be granted 
for attendees.

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PUBLIC MEMBER LETTER

Duty of licensed professionals to understand the 
practice Act and rules. 


The role of the Board is to enforce Chapter 327 (the 
practice Act) and Title 20, Division 2030 of the Code 
of State Regulations (the rules). The practice Act 
was enacted by the state legislature to protect the 
public from substandard and/or unethical practice 
by licensed or unlicensed persons performing certain 
services. With the assistance of knowledgeable staff 
and legal counsel the Board has a wealth of resources 
available to it as it fulfils its clearly defined duties and 
responsibilities. The requirements for an individual to 
obtain and maintain a license are also clearly spelled 
out in the law. It is the personal responsibility of 
applicants and licensees to understand all provisions 
of the practice Act and rules. Information regarding the 
practice Act, rules, and other applicable state laws is 
available to applicants, licensees, and members of the 
public on the Board website. If you are unsure about 
something, please don’t hesitate to contact the Board 
office for assistance. 


The cost of professional education and training. 


The cost to obtain the education and training required 
to qualify for a license in each of the four professions 
regulated by the Board can be significant. Minimum 
education and other requirements to obtain a 
license have been established over time and are 
commensurate with the degree of risk practicing these 
learned professions without the necessary specialized 
education and training would pose to the public health, 
safety, and welfare. 


In doing research for this column | looked at 
CollegeCalc.org — an Internet resource for students 
and parents seeking higher education — tuition 
cost estimates for various educational programs. 
CollegeCalc.org obtains its information from U.S. 
Department of Education IPEDS Survey data. As of July 


2017, according to CollegeCalc.org, the average annual 
tuition at an out-of-state school to obtain a bachelor’s 
degree in three of the four professions licensed by the 
Board is shown below: 


ARCHITECTURE: $46,222 per year with an estimated 
average four year degree total cost of $184,888. 


ENGINEERING, GENERAL: $44,078 per year with 
an estimated average four year degree total cost of 
$176,312. 


LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURE: $39,447 per year with 
an estimated average four year degree total cost of 
$157,788. 


Many variables, including the following, can raise or 
lower the cost of tuition: 


¢ pursuing an educational program leading to 
specialization within one of these professions; 


e pursuing a graduate or postgraduate-level degree 
or combination degree beyond a_ bachelor’s 
degree; 


e enrolling in an in-state vs. out-of-state educational 
program; 


¢ enrolling in a public school vs. private school 
educational program; or 


e qualifying for a grant, scholarship, or other financial 
aid that may offset or lower the cost of tuition. 


Finally, in addition to tuition, one must also include 
the cost of student fees, travel, housing, and living 
expenses while in school; obtaining any required clinical 
or practical experience; entry-level licensure testing; 
continuing education; license and license renewal 
fees (for some in multiple jurisdictions); and other 
expenses. The point is — obtaining a license to work 
as an independent professional in one of the learned

professions can take years to achieve and is not an 
inexpensive undertaking. 


Why put your license and livelihood at risk then by 
failing to understand and comply with the law? 


| have long been surprised, if not shocked, when a 
person practicing any of the learned professions 
requiring a license — such as healthcare or the design 
professions — puts that license and their career at risk 
by failing to understand and comply with the practice 
Act. There are substantive complaints before the Board 
involving alleged breaches of accepted standards of 
safe, effective, and/or ethical independent practice that 
are investigated and addressed by the Board. However, 
there are also complaints before the Board related to 
failure to comply with basic straightforward provisions 
of the practice Act. As an independent licensed learned 
professional it is a licensee’s duty to understand and 
comply with all elements of the practice Act — including 
the most basic requirements. 


If a licensee does not understand and comply with the 
basic straightforward requirements of the practice 
Act is this an indication that they may also fail to 
meet appropriate standards of safe and effective 
independent professional practice? 


Failure to understand and comply with “basic 
requirements” is defined here to include, but is not 
limited to: failure to properly fill out and submit license 
or license renewal forms; inappropriate or deceptive 
use of certain titles; failure to properly use a seal; 
failure to properly use a title block; failure to complete 
required continuing education; failure to maintain 
appropriate records of continuing education; failure 
to hold a Corporate Certificate of Authority when 
required; and failure to self-report discipline in other 
jurisdictions. These aren’t areas of practice where 
independent professional judgement or interpretation 
are involved — they are clear-cut provisions in the Act; 
i.e., you must or must not do X, Y, and Z. If a licensee 
cannot comply with basic straightforward aspects of 
the practice Act it begs the question — are the services 


the licensee provides where his or her knowledge, skills, 
and independent professional judgment is involved 
substandard and/or unethical — possibly putting the 
health, safety, and welfare of the public at risk? This 
question is always on my mind. 


A Licensee’s Personal Responsibility. 


Summarizing — to put one’s hard-earned professional 
license and the livelihood it provides at risk by failing 
to comply with basic straightforward responsibilities 
and requirements of the practice Act concerns me. 
Being the subject of a complaint and an investigation 
that may lead to discipline is a serious and stressful 
matter. You should review your processes to ensure 
you are personally responsible — as is required by the 
law — for all aspects of your practice and not just those 
aspects of practice that involve knowledge, skills, 
and independent professional judgment. A licensee 
cannot delegate their personal duty to understand and 
comply with basic straightforward requirements of the 
practice Act to support staff or other entities without 
his or her ultimate personal supervision, review, and 
approval. Understanding of — and compliance with — 
the practice Act by each licensee is the underpinning of 
a safe and effective public protection system. It is part 
of doing business as a licensed independent learned 
professional.

| was able to attend my first National Council of 
Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB) Annual 
Meeting this past June. Of particular interest to me 
were the opportunities during the meeting where public 
members serving on NCARB-member Boards could 
meet with each other and interact with Association 
leadership. I’ve been fortunate enough to attend the 
National Council of Examiners for Engineering and 
Surveying (NCEES) Annual Meeting twice during my 
service on the Board and it was interesting to be able to 
compare the style and content of the NCARB meeting 
with the NCEES meetings.

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THE COMPANY YOU KEEP: CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORITY

Many professionals these days, including those essentially 
engagedin solo practice, choose to organize their professional 
activities through a company setting — sometimes a Limited 
Liability Company, sometimes a corporation. Recent changes 
in tax law make this option particularly attractive. But use 
of a company format involves risks and responsibilities 
as well. Many practitioners do not realize that the use of 
an organizational structure in the practice of one of the 
professions regulated by the Board requires registration of 
the entity with a certificate of authority. 


The requirement of acertificate of authority for organizational 
practice arises from Section 327.401.2, Revised Statutes of 
Missouri (RSMo), which states: 


Any domestic corporation formed under the 
corporation law of this state, or any foreign 
corporation, now or hereafter organized and having 
as one of its purposes the practicing of architecture 
or professional engineering or professional land 
surveying or professional landscape architecture 
and any existing corporation which amends its charter 
to propose to practice architecture or professional 
engineering or professional land surveying or 
professional landscape architecture shall obtain a 
certificate of authority for each profession named 
in the articles of incorporation or articles of 
organization from the board which shall be renewed 
in accordance with the provisions of section 327.171 
or 327.261 or 327.351, as the case may be, and from 
and after the date of such certificate of authority 
and while the authority or a renewal thereof is 
in effect, may offer and render architectural or 
professional engineering or professional land 
surveying or professional landscape architectural 
services in this state. 


Certificates of authority are issued by the Board, and are 
required separately from and in addition to the registration 
of the company with the Missouri Secretary of State to do 
business in Missouri. Specific guidelines for how a company 
can qualify for a certificate of authority are set forth in Board 
Rule 20 CSR 2030-10.010. 


Thus, a professional who practices under the organizational 
aegis of a business entity should make sure that entity holds 
a certificate of authority in Missouri, or otherwise should 
conduct professional business as a sole proprietor. The 
Board has often heard professionals acknowledge they utilize 
the form of a corporation or LLC, but have failed to apply for 
a certificate of authority. “Yes, | have a company, but it is 
only for tax purposes; | didn’t know it needed a certificate of 
authority” is a refrain often expressed. But if the professional 
works on contracts between the client and the entity, or if the 


client pays professional fees to the entity, then the entity is 
engaged in the practice of the licensed profession and must 
have a certificate of authority in that profession. Licensees 
not resident in Missouri are often affiliated with companies 
that have not registered in Missouri. They should take pains 
to assure that the company obtains a certificate of authority, 
if it will be the party who contracts with the client. 


Another area of concern is the use of title blocks. The 
Board’s rule at 20 CSR 2030-2.050 states that all documents 
requiring a seal must contain a title block, and Subsection 
(A) of that rule requires that the title block must specify “The 
name of the licensee either as a sole proprietor, partnership, 
corporation, limited liability company, or other appropriate 
entity.” Further, Subsection (H) requires that the title 
block must also set forth “The printed name, discipline, and 
certificate of authority number of the corporation.” These 
requirements make it clear that the involvement of any 
corporation or company in the project requires the precise 
identification of all the required information about the entity. 
Licensees should take care not to list a company without 
a certificate of authority in the title block, and conversely 
should make sure the company’s information is in the title 
block if it is a party to the contract. 


If the licensee is affiliated with a company that does not hold 
a Missouri certificate of authority, he or she may still work 
on Missouri projects, but must do so as a sole proprietor. 
This means all contracts must be in the name of the licensee 
rather than the company, all fees must be paid to the 
individual, and the individual must identify him or herself as a 
sole proprietor in the title block. 


IN SUMMARY: 


1. If you enter into contracts or receive professional fees 
for Missouri projects as part of a corporation or LLC, 
that entity would be practicing your profession under 
the terms of Section 327.401.2, RSMo, and must have a 
certificate of authority. 


2. If you seal documents on a project where a corporation or 
LLC is the party with whom the client contracts and whom 
the client pays, 20 CSR 2030-2.050(2) requires that 
contact information for the company and its certificate of 
authority number be shown in the title block. 


3. If you are affiliated with a company that does not hold a 
certificate of authority in Missouri, Section 327.401.2, 
RSMo, prohibits listing that company in the title blocks. A 
Missouri licensee affiliated with a company not holding a 
Missouri certificate of authority may seal documents as a 
sole practitioner, but not in the company name. 
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EXAMINATION DATES AND FILING DEADLINES 


The Fundamentals of Engineering, Specific Disciplines of the Principles and Practice of Engineering, the 
Fundamentals of Surveying Examination and the Principles of Surveying Examination are offered at Pearson 
VUE testing centers ina Computer Based Testing (CBT) format. The examinations are offered year round. There are 
four testing windows which are the four quarters of the year. A candidate may not sit for the examination more than 
once per window and no more than three times in a twelve month period. Candidates for the examination must 
register directly with NCEES at www.ncees.org. After successfully completing the examination, examinees will 
need to complete an application for enrollment or licensure. Application forms can be obtained from the Board’s 
website; http://pr.mo.gov/apelsla.asp. 


With the exception of the computer based engineering disciplines, an application to take the Principles and 
Practice of Engineering Examination must be filed with and approved by the Board prior to registering with NCEES 
to take the examination. Application forms are available on the Board’s website; https://pr.mo.gov/apelsla.asp. 
After your application is approved by the Board, you will be provided with instructions to schedule with NCEES.

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IMPORTANT INFORMATION REGARDING THE RENEWAL 
OF YOUR LICENSE 


If you were originally licensed in an EVEN year, you are due to renew your license by December 31st of this year. In fact, you 
should have already received a “Renewal Notice” around the first part of October reminding you to renew. 


Based on renewal statistics collected over the past several years, it has been documented that approximately 90% of our 
licensees had renewed their license online. Therefore, in an ongoing effort to keep your renewal fee one of the lowest in the 
nation, we opted again this year to send “Renewal Notices” reminding you to renew your license in lieu of the actual paper 
“Renewal Application.” The “Renewal Notice” provides a PIN number along with instructions on how to renew your license via 
the Board’s online renewal feature. By renewing online, you are provided with immediate confirmation that your license renewal 
has been received. It also allows you to pay your renewal fee with a major credit card. Both individuals and corporations can 
renew online. 


Although we strongly encourage you to renew your license online, we realize not everyone has that capability nor is the online 
renewal feature available for everyone. Online renewals are not available for the following licensees”: 


e Licensees wishing to change their license status from active to inactive. 

e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to return to an active status. 
e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to remain inactive. 

e Licensees who will have reached the age of 75 or older. 

e Licensees renewing after 11:59 p.m. central standard time on December 31, 2018. 


*These licensees must complete and submit a paper renewal application. To request a paper renewal application, please 
call the Board office at (573) 751-0047. 


In closing, we kindly remind you of the following: 


e Renewal notices are mailed as a courtesy to all licensees. 

e The renewal notice is mailed to your address of record on file at the Board office. If you move, it is your responsibility 
to notify the Board office of your new address promptly so that we can update your record. 

e The Board cannot be responsible for misplaced or mishandled mail. 

e Failure to receive a notice for renewal of a license or certificate of authority does not relieve the licensee or certificate 
holder from their duty to timely renew, nor does it relieve them from the obligation to pay any additional fee(s) 
necessitated by any late renewal. 

e If the Managing Agent for a corporation or LLC is also due to renew by December 31, 2018, he/she must renew his/her 
individual license before the certificate of authority for the corporation or LLC can be renewed. 


It is the licensee’s responsibility to ensure that the renewal application is completed and submitted in a timely manner. The 
renewal period will end on December 31, 2018. A licensee who fails to renew his/her license by the renewal date shall not 
practice in Missouri. Licensees practicing in Missouri without a renewed license are subject to disciplinary action by the Board. 


If you are not sure when your license expires, you can either call the Board office, visit the Board’s website and click on “Licensee 
Search” via https://renew.pr.mo.gov/licensee-search.asp, or look at the 5 x 7 certificate sent the last time you renewed-it will 
display your expiration date. 


NOTE: Section 324.010 — No Delinquent Taxes, Condition for Renewal of Certain Professional Licenses 


All persons and business entities renewing a license with the Division of Professional Registration are required to have paid all state 
income taxes and also are required to have filed all necessary state income tax returns for the preceding three years. If you have 
failed to pay your taxes or have failed to file your tax returns, your license will be subject to immediate suspension within 90 days 
of being notified by the Missouri Department of Revenue of any delinquency or failure to file. If your license is suspended for state 
income tax, you must stop practicing immediately and you cannot return to practice until your license is active again. If you have any 
questions, you may contact the Department of Revenue at 573-751-7200.
